In 1862 large grants of public 
lends were made to all the States 
and Territories for the establish- 
ment of institutions in which the 
science of agriculture should be 
taught. The Nevada State Univer- 
sity is one of the schools which is 
10 reap the benefits of this wise 
‘ plece of national legislation. By 
an Act of the last Congress $15,000 
was given to each of the lard grant 
Colleges in the United Stutes for the 
purpose of establishing agricultural 
experiment stations. One of these 
atations will be. located at Reno 
within the rext eighteen months, 
The funds supplied by Congress 
will be sufficient to maintain a 
school of agriculture in the Univer- 
sity, in which the study of grasses, 
grains, fruits, trees, flowers, stock, 
Analysis of soils, processes of irriga- 
tion and farm architecture will be 
taught. Stimulated by the liberal- 
ity of Congress, us well as by the 
enterprise of the people, the Re- 
gents of the Nebraska State Uni- 
versity have let the contract for an 
industrial building to cost $41,000.

Looks Rather Desperate. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 7.—Gover- 
nor Oglesby was thunderstruck when 
he received the news last night of find- 
ing bombs in Liogg's cell. He read 
and re-read the dispatch, and a cloud 
of gloom, vexation and anxiety swept 
over his face as the full import of the 
information dawned upon him. 1 
can’t say anything,“ he said 0 an As- 
sociated Press reporter, “I must say 
nothing whatever with regard to this 


matter. There is nothing I can prop- 
erly say, and any opinion I might ex 
press, even if it were right for me to 
express it, would only be misunder- 
Stood 

“Tam surprised at your informa- 
tion,“ suid Attorney oeral Hunt, 
when the pews was communicated to 
him; not only am I surprised, but I 
am heartily sorry. It puts a different 
phase on the matter so far as the 
opinion of a portion of the public is 
concerned, and at least shows that 
Lingg is as bad as he fas been paint- 
ed. Co far as the public is concerned, 
the effect can only be to prejudice the 
minds of the masses nst the con- 
dempned men. As to what effect it 
would have on the Governor I, of 
course, cannot say. It should, as a 
matter of tact, have no effect, but 4 
man must be more than human if he 
is not affected to some degree by such 
information at all. The event of this 
circumstance is greatly to be regret-

— f Section 8 reads as follows: 

“All agricultural and grazing lands se- 
lected under the two million acre grant of 
June — ei a SS. and 
eighty, may n tracts equa one 
— to each ulean notwithstan d- 
ing such applicant may have heretofore 
purchased three hundred and twenty 
acres of the State.“ 

A rehearing was ted for the pur- 

of considering the question whether 
his statute applies to applicants cla:m- 
— preferred right as well as to first up- 
plicants. 


It is conceded that the lands in question 
are of the character designated in section 
& In determining the question at issue 
the various statutes relating to the sale 
and purchase of State lands must be con- 
sidered IN PARI MATBKIA. 

Becticn 12 of the Act of 1873, in direct 
terms, limits the applicant of a preferred 
right to 320 acres. The same limitation 
is expressed in Section 13 of the Act of 
1874 as to all applicants. 

“No person shall be allowed to pur- 
chese more than three hundred and 
twenty acres of land from the State, un- 
der the provisions of this Act.“ ( “tat. 
Ir, 124, Bec, 13.) Thus the law stood un- 
til 1881, when the Legislature declared, in 
an independent Act, tbat certain lands 
might be sold in tracts equal to one sec- 
tion to each applicant,” and that all 
Acts and parts of Acts heretofore passed, 
so far only as they conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.” 
(Stat. 1881, 116) 

The effect of the statute of 1881 was to 
repeal the limitation of the number of 
acres expressed in Section 12, as well asin 
Section i3 of the Act of ls and to extend 
the amount of land which eacn applicant 
might be allowed te purchase to (0 acres. 

Tue statute is not susceptible of any 
other construction. No distinction was 
made, or intended to be made as to the 
amount of land which any applicant, of 
either class, might purchase. It is appar- 
ent upon an examination of the various 
statutes upon this subject that the Legis- 
ture never intended to be guilty of the 
absurdity and injustice of allowing an 
—— who simply made the first ap- 
7 ication to purchase lands, without ever 

aving had any occupation or possession 
thereof, 640 acres; and limiting the right 
of an applicant who had occupied and 
possessed the laod—and for that reason 
was allowed a preferred right—to only 
acres. 

Respondent, to maintain his case, relies 
upon the further fact that in 1885 Section 
12 of the Act! of 18738 was changed so as 
to give an occupant or party in posses-ion 
“a preferred right to purchase all the 
land that he or she may be entitled to 
purchase.” (Stat. 1885, 10, Sec. 14.) 

This fact, however, does not give any 
strength In support of respondrni’s 
views; but, on the other hand, itis iu per- 
fect harmony with the construction 
which we have given to the statute of 
1881 and, when read and considered in 
connection with the previous statutes, 
clearly shows that it was always the in- 
tention of the L« gislature, when enacting 
laws on this subject, to give both classes 
of applicants tre > on to purchase the 
same amount of land. 

The Act of 1885 was intended toembrace 
the entire law of the State relative to the 
“selection and sale of lands” and the Le 
islature incorporated therein — f 
not all, of the essential provisions of the 
Act of 1873, with such changes as had been 
made by the subsequent Acts, including 
the Act of 1881, and added such other pro- 
visions as were deemed necessary to 
makea complete law upon the subject; 
hence when Section 2 of thé Act of 1873 
came up for review it was so changed as 
to conform to the then existi:ig law and 
Section 13 of the Act of 1878 was likewise 
changed 80 as to read substantially the 
same as Section 38 ofthe Act of 1881, pro- 
viding for the sale of lands “in tracts 
equal to one section to each applicant,” 
and this is the only section defining the 
amount of land that any applicant, of 
either class, is entitled to puichase. , 

The statutes referred to are too plain 
to require any further comment or dis- 
cussion,
